Pennsylvima where her son had risen 
to the head of Ins profession and party, 
wheie he became one of the iron barons 
of his day, and where, if he leceived 
much obloquy, he received greater praise 


In 182J he was elected to the Borough 


Council and began an agitation in favor 
of public water works lie continued to 
press this matter upon his fellow Coun- 
cilmen, and it was greatly through his 
efforts that the flrst water supply of 
Gettysburg was furnished 
These works 


were in time superseded by those now in 
existence 


In 1S2B Mr Stevens entered into a 


partnership in iron works which demand 
special mention, and paradoxical an it 
seems to the uninitiated m iron, Mr 
bteveus would have becomes vciy iich 


man if he hid not been a great iron 
master 
— 


In 1829 he entered verv vigorously intc 


the anti Masonic campaign, a past issue 
ot whose intensity little conception cai 
now be formed 
Owing to his activity 


m this campaign he was made the subjec 
of a hbelous attack m the columns o f ; 
local newspaper Gieat interest waa 
tiken m the tnal and intense excite 
ment caused by the conviction of the 
publisher whose attitude in refusing to 
divulge the authorship of the libel, mus 
l>e admired in spite of sympathy with 
the subject of itiack 


Throughout his legal career in Adams 


county Mr Stevens was counsel in moat 
of the impoitant cases brought before 
theoouit and living as he did in a bor 
der count} became deeply interested in 
the status of fugitive slaves 
Numbers 


of colored people illegally held, were 
libi rated by his efforts, foi when the 
law did not avail he bought and freet 
them 
It is probable that his feelings 


upon this subject crystallued on tbe oc 
rasion of a journey begun for the purpose 
of making additions to his law library 
He had saved several hundred dollars 
for this purpose and staited for Balti- 
more but at Hagerstown came upon the 
intended sale of a slave The attending 
circumstances iiide it one of the worsi 
instances of the kind 
Air Stevens lov 


ed his profession and badly needed the 
books 
He may have hesitated, we only 


know that lie bought and fieed the slave 
The law library waited 


In 1811 Mr Stevens was elected a 


member from Adams county to the 
I ower House of Assemblv 
In the ten 


years service which Mr Stevena gave 
the Suate he was always prominent anc 
often pre-eminent as OT the school ques 
tion in 1833 The mistakes of ma politi- 
cal career, are matters of record and 
maybe read by all, but he willed auc 
accomplished so much for society and 
humamtj that his faults and mistakes 
may safely be left to the tender mercies 
of those who have no faults and who 
h ive done more for their fellow men 


In 1ST Mr Stevena was t member of 


the convention for the reform of the 
State Constitution 
The deepest think, 


ers and the -nost brilliant thinkers of the 
St ite were members of this oody and in 
dail} cont ict with such men as John 
Serge int 
Toseph Hopkinson, C I In- 


gersoll and others he easily ranked among 
the foremost 
In 1S38 he w is ippomtec 


one of the canal commissioners of Penn 
sylv inia and in 1840 was very active in 
the Harrison campaign 


It wis well understood that Harnaon 


intended to appoint him Postmaster Gen 
eral but through the open opposition ol 


C lay ind the wavering of Webster this 
ippomtment was not made In 1841 
Mr Stevens' legislative career closed, 
ind for six years he devoted himself to 
his profession ind the repair of his for 
times 
In 1842 he removed from 


York to Lancaster where his income 
duung his first year's residence reached 
tbe immense sum—for that period—of 
fifteen thousand dollars 


Mr Stevens was first elected to Con 


gress from the Lancaster district in 1S44 
He served with distinction but retired 
to private life at the close of his term 
He remained however, active!} interest- 
ed in polities, and was one of the dele- 
gates to the lirst Republican convention 


In 1S:>3 Mr Stevens was again elected 


to Congress and served until the time of 
his death which occurred on August 11, 
1S6S 
m Washington 
He occupied such 


acommandingpositionaschairmanof the 
committee on wavs ind means through- 
out the war period and fills so large a 
space m political history, it is difficult to 
realize that his entire Congressional 
career covered less than fourteen yeara' 
time 


There is a popular impiession that 


Thaddens Stevens was the creator of the 
public school system of Pennsvlvima 
The feat that he performed was far 
greater than creating a system, for noth 
mg is easier than to make a plan of any 
thing 
The public schools of Pennayl 


v ami were the result of the combined 
efforts of all the friends of education, 
Thaddeus Stevena among them, and m 
BO far as the text of the act establishing 
them was the work of one man, the 
credit belongs to Mr Breek, a Senator 
from Philadelphia 


It- was when the system that had been 


carefully constructed bv the people of 
tho State through their chosen repre 
sent itives aud for the benefit of their 
own children was about to suffer annihi- 
lation tint Mr Stevens gathered to- 
gether all the arguments against popu- 
lar education and showed them to their 
upholdeia clad in such languige that 
those who had come to oppose it lemam- 
ed to support 


Mr Stevens ilways and upon every 


occasion, supported all educational meas- 
ures and one of tlie List acts of hia life 
was the preimration of a plan for educa- 
tion in the District of Columbia, and 
at that time in re [nesting i new member 
of Congi ess to vote in favor of a college 
appropuation he idjured him aolemnly 
' Young m in never in all your life op- 
pose any measure for the educitionof 
the people You will never regret it " 


The great courage and power of Mr. 


Stevens' defense of the public schools 
was shown in the fact thit almost single 
banded and alone he met and vanquished 
a tremendous uprising of the combined 
powers of fear, prejudice and ignorance. 
In this great crisis he waa fearlessly aid- 
ed by Governor Wolf, who Incurred the 
pasaing odium of Ins own, party, but 
gained lasting honor from the firm stand 
he tdok i n the cause of popular education 


Mr Stevens' connection with the iron 


industry, wbicb began early m his Get- 
tysburg life and continued up to his 
death, was an interesting, but financially, 
not the most successful part of Ins 
career. 


The term, "tbe Iron Barons" of Penn- 


sylvania bad not yet been coined, but 
was never more appropriate than at tbe 
time Mr Stevens became one of their 
number 


Most of the iron-masters lived on 


their great estates 
Many of tLim were 


cultured and traveled, and although 
sometimes hampered by a lack of ready 


, all were hospitable to a degree 


undreamed of now 
Hospitality vva 


not then a return of favo.s, but was ex 
tended to every passer-by 


Mi Stevens was one of the few non 


resident 
uon masters 
ind 
nothing 


conveys a stronger proof of his gioa 
iwrsonalitv than the dear re-nembrince 
of bun it < iledoma, wlieie he neve 
lived, and only visited for a few weeki. 
at a time 
Yet more than a quarter 


century after bis death one bears Ins 
sayings repeated with such marked 
though unconscious imitation, that a 
distinct impression of his manner is con 
veyed to the listener 


Three of the most celebrated iron 


properties in the South Mountain were 
the adjoining ones of Pine Grove, Mont 
Alto and Caledonia 
Together they 


contained more than sixty thousam 
acres, more than a hundred squaie miles 
of the most valuable and beautiful land 
in Southern Pennsylvania 


The drat was not only the largest in 


extent but the oldest—the forge was 
built in ]-70 
Mont Alto stood second 


(1807), and Caledonia, the youngest was 
also the smallest containing somewhat 
less than twenty thousand acres 


Caledonia was not purchased how 


ever, because of its great beauty, but for 
its natural resources 
It was the out- 


growth of an earlier enterprise, begun in 
one of these floodtidesof piospentj foi 
lowed bv a period of ternble depression 
that seems to be the inevitable accom 
imminent of n on the world over 
There 


is not the leist doubt tint Tubal Cam 
often entertained his family with cheer 
tul remarks on the ' dull times we are 
now having ' 


Mr Stevens first active interest in 


iron began m 182« when several hundred 
icres of land were bought on the eastern 
side of the mountain, above Fairfield, 
and the Maria furnace was built by T 
D Paxton & To 
The other members 


of the firm were Thaddeus Stevens I 
B McPuerson and T ^ Miller Hie 
two latter retired in 1828 


Colonel Paxton, who managed the 


property and lived for some years at 
Maria furnace, was well known for hi 
ibility as an iron master 
The chief 


industry was the casting of stoves and

THE USE OF WIDE TIBES- 


The following act, passed by the late 


Legislature, will be of interest to our 
readers and, if any of them come under 
the conditions, they may as well take 
advantage of the act. Experience has 
shown that wide tires are not as injuri- 
ous to roads as are narrow ones. The 
purpose of this act seems to be to save 
the roads, and to encourage the use of 
the former kind of tires. It is as follows: 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted, &c , That 


all persons who shall own and use only 
draft wagons on the public highways of 
this Commonwealth with tires not less 
than four inches in width for hailing 
loads of not less than two thousand 
pounds weight shall, for each yeai after 
the passage of this act, receive a rebate 
of one-fourth of their assessed highway 
tax: Provided, however, Such rebate 
shall not exceed in any one year five 
days labor on the highways for road or 
highway tax, or its equivalent in cash, 
to any one person. 


SECTION 2. Any person complying 


with the provisions of section one of 
this act, who shall make and subscribe 
to an affidavit that he, she or they 
for the preceding year, owned and used 
only such wagon with tires not less than 
four inches in width for hauling loads of 
not less than two thousand pounds in 
weight on the public highways of this 
Commonwealth, shall be credited by the 
supervisors of highways of their respect- 
ive districts in which such tax is levied 
and assessed with one-fourth of the road 
tax assessed and levied on the property 
of such person. Such credit shall not 
exceed in any one year five days labor

Sowing Crimson Clover Seed. 
What nre some Mniplc fact« nbnnt sowing 


Crimson clover «eed ? 


This question is answered by E. H. 


BANCROFT, in the Huml JTcw Yorker. 
"In summer, when the soil is warm, the 
seed should be harrowed in, and in open 
ground and diy weather, the ground 
should be rolled. I£ the soil be very dry, 
it should be rolled very hard. In hot 
weal her the seed wil! come up, even 
though covered quite deep, but late in 
the season, it should be covered very 
shallow. In growing corn, some of our 
farmers sow ahead of the cultivator, 
others sow after the cultivator, and 
scratch in the seed with a light one-horse 
harrow. I practice the latter plan, but 
cannot say that it is any more successful 
than the other. Some sow after the last 
cultivation, and do not harrow in. 1 
think this plan more liable to failure, 
though it is generally successful. 
The 


seeding done in corn may generally be 
repeated if it prove a failure, which it 
seldom does. If the corn has become 
tall, it will give a more uniform distri- 
bution of the seed to sow from the back 
of a horse—a very important point in 
thick, tall corn. This seems also to re- 
tiuire somewhat more seed than in buck- 
wheat or open ground. lu the Middle 
and Northern States, my correspondence 
shows that the lesson has been learned 
that early seeding is best-July and 
August. 


"A soil adapted to the clovers, need 


not be rich to produce a good crop of the 
Crimson, but rock and potash will push 
it better and chaaper than manure. Xo 
farmer should be discouraged by one or 
two failures. lie will soon discover his 
mistakes, and profit by them. 
The 


Crimson will also be credited with a 
larger number of successes than any 
other membei of tne clover family. 
"H'itb all conditions favorable, eight 
pounds per acre is often suflicient seed ; 
but 12 to lo is the average, and if con- 
ditions be unfavorable, and seeding late, 
20 pounds would be better. 


ily huller is rubbing out the seed now, 


and in every direction are other hullers 
busy with the same work; but the Dela- 
ware crop will be quickly distributed, 
and then the old, imported seed will be 
sent to confidiug purchasers. Many a 
"seed warehouse" stocked up with that 
unreliable article last winter, at very 
low prices, in anticipation of the great 
demand of this season. Let America 
grow her own clover seed. Any farmer 
who has the Crimson growing can save a 
patch to ripen, knock off the heads (it is 
done with the lightest touch), tmd sow 
his seed in the chaff, without the ex- 
pense of hulling. This is Nature's mode 
of seeding, and the most certain of all. 
It is not certain that Delaware will long 
be a factor in the Cnmson clover seed 
market. Our farmers are every year be- 
coming more convinced of the value of 
the crop for plowing down and for hay, 
though wheat or buckwheat follow the 
seed crop very nicely." 


In tlic Ort-liard. 


In order to ascertain the '-probable 


reason1' for the unfruitfulness of or- 
chards, it will be necessary to ascertain 
the way in which they have been produc- 
ed, and are now treated. Most of tin- 
orchards now of bearing age, have been 
planted on land previously cropped ,'or 
generations, the crops removed and 
largely sold, and very little manure ever 
returned. 
After the trees were planted, 


the cropping continued, only it was more 
severe, as the owners did not wish to 
seed down the young orchard, and they 
had net sufficient manure to give an 
annual dressing, liy and by, when the 
trees were of bearing age, the land was 
seeded, and too often the orchards have 
been mowed and the hay removed. If 
the orchard was pastured, only sufficient 
stock was put into it to consume what 
was grown, so that nothing was added 
in the way of fertility. More than this, 
most orchards were planted so thickly 
that soon the tiees became so large that 
the tops overlapped, and all sunlight was 
excluded. 


Treated in this manner, is it any won- 


der that orchards do not bear any better ? 
Is it not a wonder that they bear as well 
as they do? Instead of having been 
given a plenty of food upon which to 
grow and produce fruit, they have been 
starved—both for food and sunlight. 
Again, wbat little manure may hav« 
been put upon the orchard from time to 
time, has been taken from the barnyard, 
and such manure always contains an 
excess of nitrogen and is very deficient 
in potash and phosphoric acid. The ex- 
cess of nitrogen has caused a rank, soft, 
long-jointed wood growth, while the 
trees, to produce fruit, should baveshort- 
jointed, solid, well-ripened wood. 


It is just as essential that the sun shine 


upon the soil, as upon the surface of the 
leaves. Any orchard in which the trees 
are set less than 40 feet apart, is too 
thick, and would do better for having a 
part of the trees cut out to let the sun- 
shine in; 24 trees, healthy, robust and 
well developed, -vil! produce more, and 
much better fruir., than twice that num- 
ber cramped and starving.

Corn Kx|>oi-tx and Prospects. 
Exports of corn for the Bseal year 


ended June 30 aggregated 25,507,753 
bushels, which was Llie smallest total 
for any year since 1SS7-8. The largest 
annual export of corn from this country 
was in the year following thebie produc- 
tion in 18S9, when 101,973.717 bush. Is 
were sent abroad. Even in that jenr 
the shipments were a trifle short of 
'> 


percent, of the yield, and in no oilier 
year on record has the exportation of 
corn equaled that percentage of the pro- 
duction. I3ut corn is the food basis of 
a very impottant class o£ exports in the 
form of meat products and land, and the 
effect of a large or small jield upon the 
foreign trude of the country is not to be 
measured hy the exports of the cereal 
alone. The big corn crop now in pros- 
pect could supply mateiUl for record- 
breaking exports both of the grain and 
provisions; but in addition to its effect 
upon international exchanges, it would 
be of vast benefit in cheapening the 
cost of many food piodncts which have 
been inflated in price by the recent shoit- 
age in the production of corn. 


An increase of 1 uuu uiio OUO buaUels 


in tlie yield of corn would prob.ibly 
cause a maiked leductiou in the piice. 
lint if the latter should f,ill to the lowest 
average in leoent je.irs, which was 28 3 
cents ou the farms in December, ISM, 
the crop of 2,aio nou otiu bushels now 
foreshadowed would be worth nearly 
$1000(10.1)110 moie to producers than 
the yield of last season, even at the 
high prices at which it lias Ijeen mar- 
keted. Tiie country is to be congiatu- 
lated on the present favorable promise 
of this important crop; and its progress 
through tlie critical stages of its growth 
that are yet to come will be carefully 
Hatched not only by the speculators in 
gram, but by l,he entire bu.sincss com- 
munity, ulmse hit (rests maybe vitally 
directed by tlie issue of Hie coin harvest.

Fence .Laws. 


"The question is continually asked as 


to whether or not there is any fence law 
in Pennsylvania, and a reference to the 
legislation upon this subject, dating back 
to Colonial days, is pertinent to the 
question. 


"Before 1700 there was no legislative 


enactment upon the subject, and persons 
were governed by the common law wtu'ch 
made it the duty of all persons to keep 
tneir cattle within an enclosure, other- 
irise the owner of cattle was made liable 
for any damage done by them in tres- 
passing ou his neighbor's land. 


"In 1700 the Colonial Legislature pass- 


ed a law, which was amended in 1784 
which required that all fields in which 
there were growing crops, had to be 
well fenced with a fence at least five 
feot high, of sufficient rails or logs and 
dose at the bottom,' and unless growing 
wops were so enclosed, no damages could 
be received for cattle tiespassing thereon 
from their owner. In 1S62 and after- 
wards again in 1SS9 the Legislature pass- 
ed Acts which sought to repeal botn the 
Acts of 1700 and 17S4. The question has 
been raised, however, whether the lan- 
guage of those two repealing Acts is 
sufficiently specific to repeal the old law. 
The question, however, has been adjudi- 
cated Uy at least two Common Pleas 
Judges, in favor of the repealing features 
of the Act of ]8S9, so that view will no 
doubt be held until a more authoritative 
decision by the Supreme Court, so that 
there is no fence law in Pennsylvania 
to-day, and farmers and others owning 
cattle are therefore compelled to go back 
to the old common law in force before 
1.00, and instead of fencing out their 
neighbor's cattle, they are compelled to 
fence in their own cattle so as to prevent 
them from trespassing, and doin» darn-

troublesome insects cannot be poisoned. 
because they live by suction and take 
the sap from the leaves by means of their 
sharp beaks, which they insert deeply m 
them.

The best of these is the 
emulsion marie of soap dissolved in water 
and mixed with kerosene oil. A pound 
of aoap to a quart of hot witter and a 
quart of the oil are the proportions. 
This is thoroughly shaken in a jar, and 
when emulsified it is set away to cool, 
and one part of it used with nine parts 
of water. This is sprayed on the insects 
and is deadly to all with which it may 
come in contact.
